The  Renaissance  of  Brotherhood  is  a 
nationwide  Sig  Ep  progreun  to  make 
brothers,  friends,  family  and  the  public 
aware  of  what  the  Fraternity  stands  for. 

In  Apnl,  each  chapter  is  asked  to  select 
someone  from  the  community  to  behono- 
rarily  initiated— a  man  who  in  some  way 
exemplifies  the  cardinal  principles  of  vir- 
tue, diligence  and  brotherly  love  in  his 
daily  life. 

The  Renaissance  of  Brotherhood  will 
become  an  annual  event  for  all  chapters, 
providing  a  time  for  all  brothers  to  reflect 
on  the  ritual,  its  meaning  in  their  lives 
and  its  meaning  to  the  Fraternity. 

Each  honorary  initiation  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  some  sort  of  celebration — a 
dinner  at  the  chapter  house,  at  a  restau- 
rant, or  simply  a  reception  on  campus.  At 
that  celebration,  the  honorary  initiate 
should  speak  to  the  brothers,  discussing 
or  reflecting  on  his  initiation  and  how  the 
concepts  of  the  Fraternity  apply  to  his 
daily  life. 

According  to  Kevin  Condon  (Kansas 
'66).  chairman  of  the  ritual  committee, 
the  initiate  should  be  someone  known  to 
the  chapter  who  has  been  successful  in 
life  and  in  his  career.  He  will  probably  be 
someone  generally  known  in  the  com- 
munity and  his  initiation  will  draw  at- 
tention to  the  Fraternity  and  its  ritual. 

Some  chapters  are  even  issuing  news 
releases  and  have  put  up  posters  to  pub- 


licize the  event  in  the  community.  The  list 
of  initiates  will  include  bankers,  faculty, 
parents,  and  community  leaders. 

The  event  provides  an  opportunity  for 
alumni  to  become  involved  with  the 
chapter,  and  for  all  to  recommit  them- 
selves to  the  ideals  of  the  Fraternity, 
Those  ideals  are  not  in  keeping  mth  the 
problems  administrators  faced  with  the 
fraternities  on  the  Colby  and  Amherst 
campuses. 

The  committee  study  at  Colby  on  which 
the  trustees  based  their  decision  not  only 
said  fraternities  didn't  serve  a  construc- 
tive role,  but  continued:  "On  balance. 
their  continued  presence  is  both  detri-

Bartlett  is  a  1971  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  at  Austin,  During  his 
undergraduate  years,  he  was  actively 
involved  in  the  state  college  Republican 
organization  while  holding  a  job  to  offset 
his  college  expenses.  Although  he  had 
friends  in  the  Sig  Ep  chapter  at  Texas,  he 
decided  pledging  a  fraternity  may  spread 
himself  too  thinly. 


Since  his  graduation.  Bartlett  has 
proven  himself  with  success  in  business, 
and  more  recently  in  politics. 

He  is  the  president  and  founder  of  the 
Dallas-based  Meridian  Products  Corp.— 
a  firm  which  manufactures  specialized 
tools  and  plastic  component  parts  for 
general  industry. 

In  1980.  be  was  named  "Rising  Star  of 
Texas"  by  Texas  Business  Magazine. 

He  first  entered  elected  office  in  1977  in 
an  upset  victory  against  a  well-financed 
campaign  for  Dallas  City  Council, 

In  a  1982  landslide,  he  was  elected  to 
Congress  with  78  percent  ofthe  vote.  The 
freshman  congressman  won  appoint- 
ments to  the  Banking.  Finance  and 
Urban  Affairs  and  the  Education  and 
Labor  committees—coveted  seats  for  a 
representative  of  an  urban  district  like 
Dallas. 

His  initiation  makes  a  distinguished 
addition  to  the  brotherhood,  but  also  pro- 
vides an  opportunity  to  tell  people  about 
the  Fraternity  and  what  it  stands  for.

Brother  Cundiffs  commitment  to  Sig- 
ma Phi  Epsilon  began  54  years  ago  at  his 
initiation.  Since  that  lime,  he  has  excelled 
in  his  career,  and  when  his  chapter  has 
needed  his  experience  and  wisdom,  he 
has  given  to  the  extent  of  great  personal 
sacrifice. 

Brother  Cundiff  was  instrumental  in 
the  1960  rechartering  of  the  Washington 
&  Lee  chapter  and  as  its  chapter  counse 
lor,  led  it  to  the  top  on  campus.  Then 
during  the  campus  upheavals  of  the  early 


1970's  the  membership  plummettcd  to 

Brother  Cundiff  worked  long  and  hard 
with  fellow  alumni  board  members  to  pre- 
serve the  assets  of  the  chapter  and  keep 
the  house.  The  chapter  was  again  rebuilt 
to  its  current  position  as  finest  on  campus. 

Only  97  brothers  from  among  the  roles 
of  more  than  143,000  have  been  inducted 
to  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Heart.  Il  is 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  highest  honor — a 
gold  medallion  conferred  upon  only  those 
few  alumni  who  serve,  over  a  lifetime  of 
dedication  to  the  Fraternity,  performing 
conspicuously  outstanding  service

of  a  Grand  Chapter  Conclave,  i 
done  so  only  when  special  c

The  21-year-old  mathematics  student 
was  one  of  32  U.S.  students  chusen  this 
year  for  what  is  perhaps  the  world's  most 
prestigious  scholarship  award.  He  will 
receive  full  tuition,  fees  and  a  living 
expense  stipend  to  studv  two  or  three 
years  at  Oxford  University  in  England, 

Monroe  will  study  politics,  philosophy 
and  economics  at  Oxford. 

Monroe  attracted  worldwide  attention 
for  a  computer  project  he  developed  with 
Dr.  Clark  Ross.  Davidson's  economics 
department  chairman,  to  study  African 
economic  needs.  Ross  said  Monroe  had 
'■overwhelming  qualifications  for  the 
award." 

Said  Ross:  "Hunter  Monroe,  with  his

Sig  Ep  undergraduate  coached  U.S.  Luge  team  in  Sarajevo

Many  fraternjiies  may  boast  of  their 
members  being  presidents  of  organiza- 
tions or  editors  of  campus  publications, 
but  the  Sig  Eps  at  the  University  of 
Georgia  have  a  brother  who  enjoys  a 
truly  unique  extra-curricular  activity. 
Svein  Romstad  (Georgia  '84)  Js  the  head 
coach  of  a  United  States  Olympic  Team. 

As  coach  of  the  U.S.  Olympic  Luge 
Team  in  Sarajevo.  Yugoslavia,  last  Feb- 
ruary. Romstad  led  the  American  team 
to  its  best  Olympic  performance  ever.  The 
men's  doubles  team  finished  nmth  and 
the  men's  and  women's  individuals  fin- 
ished 14th  and  15th  respectively. 

Svein  is,  at  24,  the  youngest  head  coach 
of  any  U.S.  and  possibly  any  other 
national  Olympic  team  in  history. 

The  luge  involves  athletes  lying  on 
their  backs  and  racing  feet  first  down  an 
.  icy  bobsled  track  through  treacherous 
turns  and  straightways,  reaching  top 
speeds  of  85  miles  per  hour.  A  tremend- 
ous sense  of  coordination,  quick  mental 
ability  and  strong  neck  and  stomach 
muscles  are  absolute  requirements  to 
complete  a  run. 

Although  the  sport  is  not  well  known 
in  this  country,  it  is  a  popular  winter 
sport  in  Europe  and  especially  in  Svein's 
homeland  of  Norway.  At  age  8.  Svein 
began  luging  in  Oslo  on  one  of  the  citj''s 
many  club  teams — comparable  to  Amer 
ican  little  league  baseball  teams. 

He  progressed  encouragingly  and  at  15 
qualified  for  the  Norwegian  Junior  Na- 
tional Team. 

Realizing  he  would  have  to  end  his  par- 
ticipation in  the  physically  demanding 
sport  at  some  time,  but  not  willing  to 
leave  it  altogether,  Svein  enrolled  in 
coachine  -^fHi'i'I  \'  h^n  ^'.■  w^s  IS   Upon 

lugtTh.,  ■.'.  .,^;^  ntinrou.s 

At  the  I'lM  U'lifld  I 'li.impionships  in 
Sweden,  Svem,  then  22.  broke  into  the  top 
20  rankings  of  the  world's  lugers.  At  the 
end  of  the  1981  luging  season,  which  runs 
from  October  to  March,  he  and  the  Nor- 
wegian team  moved  to  Lake  Placid,  New 
York,  to  train  for  the  bi-annual  World 
Championships  to  be  held  there  in  1983. 

In  Lake  Placid,  Svein  set  the  Ameri- 
can track  record  by  being  the  first  person 
tocomplete  the  more-than -3,900-foot  track 
in  less  than  45  seconds.  However,  on  that 
run  he  injured  his  back,  which  had  not 
fully  recovered  from  a  car  accident  and 
doctors  recommended  no  more  sHding 
Determined,  Svein  kept  training,  but  his 
back  wouJd  not  allow  him  to  continue. 

Members  of  the  American  Junior 
National  Team  in  Lake  Placid,  preparing 
for  the  upcoming  Junior  World 
Championships,  heard  of  Svein's  misfor- 
tune and  approached  the  president  of  the 
United  States  Luge  Association  and  got 


him  to  ask  Svein  to  stay  m  the  US,  to 
help  them.  Svein  agreed,  and  with  his 
help.theteam  had  their  best  results  ever, 
including  a  fifth  place  finish  by  one 
individual. 

About  that  time  the  head  coach  of  the 
Senior  National  Team  retired.  Svein  was 
asked  to  apply  for  the  job  and  spent  seven 
weeks  in  competition  with  three  other 
men  for  the  head  coach  position. 

The  U.S.  Luge  Association  was  appre- 
hensive about  hiring  a  non-American 
coach  because  of  problems  with  past  for- 

However  Svein's  unique  background 
was  not  entirely  foreign. 

His  parents,  native  Norwegians,  had 
obtained  American  citizenship  in  Brazil 
before  his  birth.  While  he  was  being  con- 


sidered for  the  coachmg  position,  his  par- 
ents were  living  m  Atlanta.  Georgia, 
Svein  could  claim  citizenship  in  the  Uni- 
ted States,  Brazil  and  in  Norwav,  where 
he  had  lived  until  he  was  21. 

He  was  named  head  coach  in  March. 
1982-apparently  overcoming  any  nation- 
ality problems. 

Since  that  time.  Svein  has  been  busy 
training  with  the  1964  Olympic  gold 
medalist  and  now  Austrian  head  coach, 
and  his  former  coaches  in  Norway.  Svein 
says  there  is  no  animosity  between  him- 
self and  the  Norwegian  team  he  left 
because  they  understand  his  desire  to 
coach  and  his  inability  to  participate  as 
an  athlete. 

Last  year  Svein  coached  the  American 
lugers  in  East  and  West  Germany,  Italy 


and  Yugoslavia,  At  the  1983  World 
Championships,  the  team  showed  a 
marked  improvement  over  past  perfor- 
mances All  three  men  and  three  women 
of  the  team  were  ranked  in  the  top  20. 
including  the  number  five  ranking  of  a 
woman  and  the  number  10  ranking  of  a 
man.  In  the  previous  world  competition, 
the  besl  American  finish  had  been  34th 


Svein  said  his  major  contributions  to 
le  team  have  been  in  the  technical  area, 
e  said  his  involvement  in  sled  develop- 


ment in  Norway  played  a  big  part.  He 
has  also  implemented  a  new  breathing 
technique  which  allows  sliders  to  develop 
better  rhythm  and  expend  less  effort  on 
the  ice.  That  is  extremely  important  in  a 
sport  where  milliseconds  mean  every- 

Because  of  his  involvement  in  luging. 
Svein  is  in  school  only  two  quarters  of 
each  year.  Even  then,  he  is  often  called  to 
Lake  Placid  or  Europe  to  prepare  his 
team  or  to  give  interviews  to  newspapers. 
He  has  been  quoted  in  the  Neu!  York 
Times  and  USA  Today  and  appeared  last 
fall  on  the  Cable  News  Network  and  ABC 
Ttlevision. 

Amid  his  busy  schedule,  Svein  still 
finds  time  for  his  demanding  double 
major  of  finance  and  international  busi- 
ness, and  to  be  an  active  Sig  Ep.

friend  from  Atlanta  who  had  pledged  Sig 
Ep.  "Everyone  was  so  friendly  to  me  I 
wanted  to  enroll  then,  but  I  had  to  go 
back  to  Lake  Placid." 

He  did  enroll  at  Georgia  in  the  spring  of 
1982.  and  pledged  Sig  Ep  because  he 
enjoved  the  'vanetv  of  people  at  the  Uni- 
versity ..f  Genr^ia,  and  the  Sic  Eps  typi- 
fied ihi'm.- 

Svein  said  hie  knowledge  of  fraterni- 
ties before  coming  to  the  Sig  Ep  house 
was  limited  to  the  image  he  got  when  he 
saw  the  popular  National  Lampoon 
movie  "Animal  House"  in  Norway  ; 

"Fraternities  are  non-existent  in  Nor-     j 
way  because  of  the  attitudes  of  Norwe- 
gian students."  Svein  said,  "who  are 
interested  only  in  studies  and  perhaps 
political  issues." 

Svein  defends  his  decision  to  pledge 
when  asked  by  his  Norwegian  friends 
and  other  foreign  students,  by  saying 
that  the  Fraternity  has  allowed  him  to 
better  understand  Americans  his  age 
and  to  "get  the  most  out  of  going  to  school 
in  the  US" 

Probably  the  most  important  asset  at- 
tained from  the  Fraternity  is  that  "the 
tremendous  experience  of  brotherhood  I 
find  at  Sig  Ep  has  taught  me  how  to 
instill  a  stronger  sense  of  camaraderie  in 
our  team,  which  we  needed  to  compete 
successfullyin  the  1984  OlympicGaraes"

When  Todd  was  1 1.  he  was  told  he  had 
Hodjjkm's  disease,  a  form  of  cancer  thai 
affects  the  lymph  glands  which  manufa- 
ture  lymphocytes,  a  type  of  white  blood 
cell  that  battles  the  spread  of  infection 
He  underwent  extensive  chemotherapy 
and  treatment  at  St.  Jude's  Children's 
Research  Hospital  in  Memphis.  Tennes- 
see, for  two  years. 

After  ninth  grade,  he  was  taken  off 
treatment.  His  remission  was  stable. 

He  rebuilt  his  body  and  got  back  on  the 
football  field.  As  a  high  school  senior, 
Todd  earned  all-conference,  alldustnct 
and  all-state  honors.  He  was  even  namefJ 
the"Outs  landing  Lineman"  in  iheSEMO 
(Southeaot  Missouri)  North  Conference, 
Todd  then  became  the  first  former  St 
Jude's  patient  to  receive  a  football 
Hcholarsbip. 

In  1982.  doctors  declared  him  free  of 

Celebration  lasted  only  until  spring 
prnclicethcnextyear.

"The  hist  time  I  wasn't  scared  because 
I  was  too  young  to  know  what  was  gomg 
on,"  he  said,  "1  was  glad  to  have  Hodg- 
kin's at  that  time  because  the  other  can- 
cers weren't  curable.  At  least  Hodgkin's 
hod  u  50-50  chance— I  was  happy  to  have 
a  chance  tti  live." 

"But  then  when  it  came  back  on  me,  1 
did  get  a  little  scared.  At  first  it  was  hard 
to  believe;  I  was  thinkingto  myself. 'what 
id  it  going  to  take  to  get  rid  of  it?' 

"When  it  came  back  on  me  again,  it  hit 
my  parents  pretty  hard."  said  Bizzell 
"They  couldn'tunderstand  why.., and  the 
financial  problems  they  were  going  tn  be 
faced  with."

Chapter  situations  improved 


When  Sig  Ep  chapters  are  found  to 
have  some  type  of  operational  problems, 
local  alumni,  undergraduates,  and  the 
Headquarters  staff  work  together  to  plot 
a  course  for  chapters  to  recover  from  dis- 
ciplinary setbacks  or  operational  prob- 
lems, Thesituations  don't  always  involve 
problems  from  inside  the  chapter,  but 
sometimes  challenges  brought  by  cam- 
pus administration  decisions  or  policy 
changes  in  regard  to  housmg  or  other 
areas  of  chapter  operations, 

A  February  28,  1984,  fire  gutted  the 
chapter  house  at  the  University  of 
Alabama  (Alabama  Beta).  There  were 
no  injuries,  nor  was  there  anyone  in  the 
house.  Plans  for  renovation  and  expan- 
sion of  Alabama's  chapter  house  are  con- 
tinuing to  develop, 

A  major  obstacle  has  been  executing  a 
proper  lease  with  the  university.  Con- 
struction will  begin  this  spring.  The 
chapter  should  be  back  in  its  house  in 
January.  1985. 

Many  Pennsylvania  State  Univer- 
sity alumni  have  written  inquiring  about 
thechapter.  Fall  rush  netted  13  men,  and 
with  a  spring  class  of  11,  the  chapter  size 
is  4.3, 

The  condition  of  the  house  and  its 
competitiveness  on  campus  continue  to 
be  concerns.  The  alumni  board  and  Head- 
quarters staff  are  working  together  to 
develop  a  short  and  long  range  plan  for 
the  chapter  house  and  to  assist  the  under- 
graduate leadership  development  pro- 
cess, A  fulltimestaff  member  is  in  State 
College,  Pa.,  all  spring  to  help. 

T^e  alumni  board  at  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity (New  York  Alpha)  has  been 
working  to  develop  plans  and  financing 
for  its  new  chapter  house.  The  chapter 
which  originated  the  Sig  Ep  red  door  will 
be  building  a  magnificent,  three-story 
colonial  style  chapter  house  that  will 
hold  almost  45  members. 

Another  housing  project,  at  Rutgers 
University  (New  Jersey  Beta),  has  been 
five  years  in  the  planning  stage.  Ground- 
breaking is  set  for  early  spring,  with  a 
construction  schedule  calling  for  occu- 
pancy in  the  fall. 

The  design  will  be  similar  to  the  newer 
buildings  on  campus  and  will  be  the  only 
chapter  house  built  on  that  campus  as  a 


fraternity  house.  The  chapter  remains 
housed  in  two  aging  Victorian-style 
homes,  both  long  past  due  for  replace- 
ment. The  alumni  board  has  worked  long 
and  hard,  with  special  assistance  firom 
past  National  Housing  Corporation  Pres- 
ident J,  Russell  Pratt, 

An  alumni  board  has  been  re-formed  to 
help  Marshall  University  (West  Virgi- 
nia Gamma)  get  back  on  its  feet.  Chapter 
Investment  Fund  money  will  help  replace 
a  boiler  and  other  plumbing. 

More  alumni  support  is  needed  to  help 
the  chapter  in  areas  of  rush,  chapter 
operations,  alumni  programming  and 
finances  The  chapter  is  recovering  from 
a  period  of  low  manpower.
